Formerly havinu believed implic- 
itly that your political views were 
entirely unbiased and of inmost fnir- 
ness to all parties concerned. H was 
with deep regret ttaal we read your 
scathing and uninformed criticism 
of Doniphan Burins in your article 
of Tuesday 

In the first place, you condemned 
Burrus on mere hear -say evidence, 
and did not attempt to determine 
his true motives by consulting him. 
Your articles implied that Burrus 
was opposed to the principle of a 
loan fund, or opposed to the bill 
in order that his own political as- 
pirations miaht be furthered Such 
is not the case. 

The truth of the matter is that 
he opposed the bill because it was 
poorly constiucted. being In reality 
a donation to charity guised in the 
cloak of a student loan fund. Many 
of the sections 01 the bill provided 
fcr administrative clauses but failed 
to provide a means by which those 
clauses could be enforced 

It would be impossible to point 
out all the defective detaUs in 
the construction of the bill in such 
a limited spare. The main objection 
of the bill lies in the fact that its 
fundimental principle, which is to 
p:ovide loans for needy students, 
many of whom are under age. is 
based on a fallacy: for in law. an 
infant's contract Hinder this bill, 
a promissory notei is unenforceable, 
if he chooses to disaffirm it. 

Secondly, ycur article conveys the 
idea tha: Burrus should have sup- 
ported the bill because i: -supposed- 
ly" was a fulfillment of a plank 
of the platform on which he was 
elected, despite the fact that it 
would fail to obtain its objective. 

Now. Jim: this is utterly inconsis- 
tent with the political ideals which 
you have so vociferously advocated 
in the past. We are wondering if 
you have permitted the so-called 
"fu: row-browed independent lead- 
ers" of whom you fp«sk. to distort 
your idea of good aovernment 

In conclusion, it seems evident 
that Burrus deserves an apology 
for this unjust onslaught, and very

Facsimile color reproductions of 

water color and oil paintings by 
American authors, which are being 
made available for student rental by 
the art department, were made by 
a special "colotype" process accord- 
ing to Prof. E. W Rannells. head 
of the art department. 

Professor Rannells stated that 
most of the paintings were repro- 
duced by Max Jaffe. one of the 
most outstanding men in the world 
in this special type of color photo- 
graphy. 

JafTe. who now has his studios 
in New York, operated in Vienna 
before Austria was invaded by Ger- 
many in 1938. The originals of some I 
of the reproductions now on display : 
in the gallery of the department in 
the Biological Science building, 
were taken to Vienna to be repro- 
duced, and the others were made 
after Jarre came to New York. 

The framed reproductions will be 
exhibited in the gallery until Tues- 
day, when students may borrow 
them for a period of two months at 
a rental fee of 10 cents per month, 
according to Professor Rannells. Be- 
cause of the intervention of the 
Christmas holidays, rental for the 
period December 2 to January 31 
will be counted as one month. 

Frames for the pictures were 
made by a cabinet maker in the 
buildings and grounds department, 
and ck-signed and finished by stu- 
dents in the art department. 

Many of the originals are now 
owned by art galleries and private 
collectors. All of the paintings are 
by recent American authors, most 
of whom are still living.

The Radio studios afford splendid 
opportunity for weaving the vari- 
ous departments of the University 
into educational entertainment for 
the early afternoon listeners. Mu-
